REFUSE  COLLECTION  '  ND  DISPOSAL 

The  collection  of  household  refuse  has  been  maintained 
throughout  the  year  with  no  serious  interruptions.  Considera¬ 
tion  was  given  to  the  purchase  of  a  12/14  cu.yd.  refuse  collec¬ 
tion  vehicle.  Two  tips  only  are  in  use  -  one  at  Fish  Hill  and 
the  other  near  Nauntou* 

The  Council  considered  a  scheme  for  the  provision  of  a  new 
incinerator  plant  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £21,000  for  the  dis¬ 
trict.  After  full  discussion  on  the  matter  it  was  resolved  in 
view  of  the  heavy  capital  expenditure  which  would  have  to  be 
incurred,  resulting  in  an  annual  charge  estimated  at  £3,000. 

(i.e,  a  3§d.  rate),  that  no  further  action  be  taken.  The 

Council,  however,  gave  instructions  for  a  map  to  be  prepared 
showing  suitable  sites  where  controlled  tipping  can  be  practiced. 
This  map  was  presented,  and  five  sites  were  approved. 

PAPER  SALVAGE 


During  the  year  the  price  of  waste  paper  dropped  from  £7. 
to  £6.  per  ton,  but  Messrs.  J.  Ainsworth  &  Co.  (Bolton)  Limited 
have  continued  to  collect  from  us. 

The  weight  sold  was  114  tons  6  cwts.  2  qtrs.  and  this 
brought  in  the  sum  of  £759.  8.  2d. 
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HOUSING 


Clearance  Orders  have  been  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  at  Stow-on- the- Wold  ( Stow-on-the- 
Wold  (Well  Lane)  No,  1  Clearance  Order,  1957)  and  at  Oddington 
(Oddington  No.  1  Clearance  Order,  1956)  involving  7  houses. 
Individual  action  under  Section  16  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  was 
taken  against  39  houses  resulting  generally  in  the  acceptance  by 
the  Council  of  Undertakings  not  to  relet  the  houses  once  vacated 
until  they  have  been  made  fit* 

Improvement  Grants  again  enabled  a  large  number  of  sub¬ 
standard  houses  to  be  brought  up  to  a  modern  standard.  During 
the  year  Grants  were  made  in  respect  of  alterations  and  improve¬ 
ments  to  57  dwellings.
